not reputed fo2 gods people: ſo do we 

acknowledge & conkeſſe that we nowe 

in the tyme of the Goſpell haue two 

chief ſacraments onlp, inſtituted by the 

loꝛd Jcſus , and commanded to be vſed 

of al thoſe p wyll be reputed membꝛes 

of his body. To wit, baptiſme, and the 

ſupper oꝛ table of the loꝛd Jeſus, called 

the communion of hys bodpe and hys 

blood. And theſe ſacramentes aſwell of 

old, as of the new teſfamet,now inſtitu 

ted ok God not onely to make a viſible

V Vpires kingdoms, dominions, 4 ci- 

ties, to be diſtincted, # oꝛdeined by 
od: the powers and authoꝛitie in the 
ſame, beit of empero2s in their empirs 
of kinges in their realmes , dukes and 
pꝛinces in their dominions, c of other 
magiſtrats in their cities, to be: gods ho 
Ip o2dince,o2deinacd,fo2 manifeſtation
